The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claim 1 Iine14, "a light source for outputting a light beam that traverses the coin 
path" has been changed to - - a light source for outputting a light beam along a first axis 
that traverses the coin path - -. 

Claim 1 lines 16-17, "a light detector for detecting the light beam, the light 
detector being" has been changed to - - a light detector for receiving the light beam 
along a second axis substantially perpendicular to the first axis, the light detector being - 

Claim 10 lines 7-8, "emitting a light beam across the coin path in substantially the 
same plane as the coin path to a light detector disposed on another side of the coin 
path;" has been changed to - - emitting a light beam along a first axis across the coin 
path in substantially the same plane as the coin path to a light detector disposed on 
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another side of tlie coin path configured to receive the light beam along a second axis 
substantially perpendicular to the first axis; - - 

Claim 22 lines 7-8. "directing a light beam to traverse the coin path in 
substantially the same plane as the coin path;" has been changed to - - directing a light 
beam along a first axis to traverse the coin path in substantially the same plane as the 
coin path and toward a light detector configured to receive the light beam along a 
second axis substantially perpendicular to the first axis; - - 

Claim 23 lines 7-8, "directing a light beam to traverse the coin path in 
substantially the same plane as the coin path;" has been changed to - - directing a light 
beam along a first axis to traverse the coin path in substantially the same plane as the 
coin path; - -. 

Claim 23 line 9, "detecting the light beam with a light detector;" has been 
changed to - - detecting the light beam with a light detector configured to receive the 
light beam along a second axis substantially perpendicular to the first axis; - -. 

Claims 1-27 are allowed.
